The Southern Pacific Company has 
paid to Arthur M. Colen the $5,000 re- 
ward offered for the arrest and convic- 
tion of Ralph Fariss, alias John Bost- 
wick, whe, on December Ist, at a point 
near Monte, entered the Pullman car 
Hondo on Train No. 9, robbed passen- 
gers and killed H. E, Montague, travel- 
ing passenger agent of the Company. 

Colen is an engineer employed by the 
Southern Pacific Company and le and 
Mrs, Colen were passengers on the train 
at the time of the robbery. Both were 
held up by Fariss. On December 23rd 
Mr. and Mrs, Colen recognized the ban- 
dit on X n Street, San Francisco, 
and the latter’s arrest quickly followed. 
Fariss finally confessed and was sen- 
tenced to be hanged at San Quentin. 

A delay in the paysnent of the reward 
was caused by the action of a San Fran- 


cisco patrolman. He went through the 
formality of taking Fariss into custody 
after Colen had pointed out the man 
and then claimed the reward, securing 
an Sajunction enjoining the Company 
from paying it to Colen. Later the in- 
junction proceedings were dropped.

1950 Report Shows Business At New High 


(The following is President A, T. Mercier’s message to 
Southern Pacifie’s 49,677 stockholders, prefacing our Annual 
Report for 1950.) 


N WAR and peace, the railroads are America’s greatest, 

most dependable means of mass transportation. 

They rolled up an extraordinary record in World War I. 
Since the War's end, they have invested more than five bil- 
jion dollars in improvements to their plants. Now, in the 
midst of another national defense emergency, they are bet- 
tor fitted than ever before to serve the country’s needs. 

Southern Pacifie moved more revenue freight in 1950, 
measured in ton-miles, than in any other year with the ex- 
ception of the peak years of World War Ii. It set an all- 
time operating efficiency record in gross ton-miles per train- 
hour, the key index of railroad tain performance. At the 
same time, the average miles-per-day movement of freight 
cars was improved. 

Freight traffic volume in the first twe months of 1950 was 
lower and in March and April was only slightly higher than 
in the same months of 1949. A rising demand for goods and 
materials, beginning in March, was reflected in heavier rail 
trafic. In June, the Korean crisis spurred buying to great 
proportions, Never in Southern Pacific’s history had busi- 
ness activity reached such high levels in the territory served 
hy the System's lines. 

Passenger traffic increased during the last five months 
compared with that period of 1949, However, for the entire 
year, a decrease of 4.4% in passenger-miles was shown, 
largely because of the greater use of private automobiles. 


Southern Pacific Transportation System’s net railway 
operating income for 1950 amounted to a return of 45 on 
the net investment in transportation properties. The return 
for the year 1949 was 2.8%. 

Southern Pacific Transportation System and Solely Con- 
trolled Affiliates had a consolidated net income for 1950 of 
$54,227,774, This was equivalent to $13.38 2 share on 
4,052,117 shares of Southern Pacific Company’s capital stock 
outstanding at December 31, 1950, and compares with $8.66 
a share earned in 1949 on the 3,772,763 shares of stock out- 
standing at the end of that year. 


Confidence in the Company fs indicated by the successful 
sale in March of $37,727,600 principal amount of 3% Con- 
vertible Debentures, and by the conversion, up to the close 
of the year, of $13,967,700 principal amount of these un- 
secured obligations into 279,354 shares of the Company's 
common stock. 

Southern Pacifie’s expenditures for new rolling stock ac- 
quired since the end of World War Hand commitments for 
the equipment on order at the end of 1950 ameunt to 
$279,533,000, This sum inclides the cost of 349 Diesel loco- 
motives, 28,900 freight cars, 180 cabooses, and 235 passen- 
ger-train cars. Of this equipment, there were on order at 
the year’s end 46 Diesel locomotives, 5,067 freight cars, and 
50 cabooses. Pacific Fruit Express Company, in which 
Southern Pacific has a one-half ownership, had acquired 
8,000 refrigerator cars by the end of 1950 and had 2,100 on 
order, at a total cost of $78,395,000. 

The cquipment received by Southern Pacific in 1950 in- 
cluded new sleeping cars to complete the streamlining of 
the twin “Cascade” trains on the San Francisco-Portland 
run and cars for the five new “Sunset Limited” streamliners 
placed in daily service between Los Angeles and New 
Orleans. 


Railroad plants must continue 10 grow to fill the expand- 
ing needs of the nation and meet the competition of other 
carriers. In this connection, it is timely to point out again 
that intercity truckers, airlines, and inland waterway car- 
riers do net pay their full share of the cost of the public 
facilities they in carrying on their businesses. This sub- 
sidized competition aGtually is supported in part from taxes 
paid by the railroads. 


Tt is encouraging that the Congress is engaged in a com- 
prehensive investigation of transportation problems, Also, 
many state legislatures are considering measures which 
would improve the regulation of intercity trucking and het- 
ter distribute among all highway users the costs of highway 
construction and maintenance, 


Relying upon America’s sense of fair play to give each 
form of transportation an equal opportunity to succeed, the

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COMMUNICATIONS KEEP US GOING 


oN MAY 10, 1869, when Leland Stanford pounded home the famous last 
spike, telegraph wires attached to the sledge and spike flashed a signal out 
from Promontory that the great trans-continental railroad was completed. It was 
prophetic that the telegraph played a leading part in that historic event, for the 
Telegraph Department continues to play one of the most vital parts in the operation 
of our railroad. 

The extent of present-day railroad communications is almost beyond comprehen- 
sion. Southern Pacific’s Telegraph Department handles approximately 80,000 
written telegrams daily, and over 30,000 telephone calls are received from the 
general public each day. Added to these are the countless thousands of daily inter- 
dypartment calls. The Department maintains 100,000 miles of telephone and: 
telegraph wire suspended on over 25,000 communicating poles along Pacific Lines 
right of way. The Company maintains 30 private branch telephone exchanges and 
almost every important locality over Pacific Lines is linked to the General Office 
by teletype machines. 

Without communications a railroad could not operate. Southern Pacific functions 
smoothly with one of the most advanced systems of communications among American 
railroads, manned by 550 competent men and women. 


Communications nerve center for SP is in SF General Office. From there, contact can be made 
with any point on the railroad in a matter of seconds, Only part of the teletype, telegraph 
and radio equipment in the office is thown here. 


Relief Wire Chief Eugene Star directs teletype and telegraph messages into proper channels 
at this large patch board in SF, in the event of a line failure on line, by moving a few plugs 
Star can reditact messages around the break and keep communications going.

NEW METHODS 


IDITOR’S NOTE: The following article, one of a series on 

the functions of the Freight Protection, Merchandise & 
Station Service Department, was prepared with the assist- 
ance of T. A. Fante, asst. station supur., and J. M. Mustanich, 
transportation inspector. 


HE use of mechanized equipment is playing a major role 

in reducing loss and damage in the handling of Jess- 
carload freight and is also an important factor in the reduc- 
tion of injuries to employes by providing improved handling 
methods for heavy and bulky freight. 

Since V-J Day our purchases for tractore, fork-lift trucks, 
cranes, burden carrying speed trucks, hand hydraulic pallet 
lifts, ete., have exceeded $500,000. Since January 1, of this 
year, orders have been placed for an additional $100,000 
worth of mechanized equipment. These figures do not in- 
elude money spent for repairs and reinforcing of fecilities 
at freight stations necessary to permit use of hcavy mechani- 
cal units, 

Our mechanization program did not attain full swing 
untit 1948. During World War II the major portion of 
manufacturers’ production was consigned to the military 
resulting in a huge backlog of orders for this type of equip- 
ment by industrial concerns badly in need of replacements 
for worn out units and by those desiring to convert to their 
use. . 

Through extensive use of mechanized equipment we have 


been able to safely and efficiently handle heavy and bulky 
freight. This is extremely important as the solicitation of 
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CUTTING CLAIMS 


new traffic and the retention of the goodwill of old customers 
depends upon our ability to furnish expeditious and damage- 
free handling. 

This improved handling of less-carload freight is best 
reflected through a comparison between the old and the new 
methods. Heavy and bulky freight previously was moved 
manually, using rollers, pry bars, crow bars, ete., with the 
hazard of damage and personal injury as well as slowing 
such operations generally. It is now safely and quickly 
handled by hand hydraulic lifts, fork lift trucks, small mobile 
cranes and similar types of equipment. 

Tm line with our program to mechanize the larger freight 
stations with burden carrying speed trucks, complete mech- 
anization of Sacramento and Portland Stations was accom- 
plished during 1949. Oakland Freight Station will have 
received the balance of its units by the end of May. Les 
Angeles Freight Station is presently equipped with 29 units 
and orders for others soon will be placed. 

The use of burden carrying trucks eliminates the need for 
hand trucking small and light packages. An average of 18 
square feet is available for carrying freight, thereby per- 
mitting large consignments or several small “marks” to be 
carried and “peddled” to respective cars or vans for loading. 
‘This quick efficient handling has greatly reduced the number 
of “leftover” shipments, an added improvement in our 
service. 

Another advantage obtained through use of burden carry- 
ing speed trucks has been a reduction in congestion created

hy tractor-trailer operations. Use of these 
smaller and speedier units, has greatly 
reduced the need for large fleets of trailer 
equipment. At one station where for- 
merly 500 trailers were in use, the num- 
ber has been reduced to 100 by changes 
in operating methods, The floor space 
utilized by the trailers is now available 
for more efficient flooring and segrega- 
tion of freight. 

The palletized container, in use on our 
lines for a number of years, is one of the 
progressive methods adopted for han- 
dling less-carload freight. One of the 
principal causes for damage is the nu- 
merous handlings required at transfer 
points, Through the use of palletized 
containers it is now possible to load 
freight into containers at point of origin 
reducing need of further manual han- 
dling until freight is unloaded from the 
container at destination. 

The use of palletized containers is not 
confined to freight to be transferred. 
‘They are also used for the protection of 
fragile commodities. 

Another innovation in less-carload 
freight handling that is paying big divi- 


dends in prevention of LCL loss and 
damage is the mandatory use of bulk- 
heads in merchandise cars. ‘To prevent 
shifting and displacement of merchan- 
dise in transit, bulkheads are applied in 
each end of the car where necessary. 


Bulkheads also have proved invaluable 
in segregating fragile and heavy com- 
modities that might have been crushed if 
moved without this protection. 


The benefits derived through use of 
mechanized equipment, palletized con- 
fainers, bulkheads and intensive educa- 
tion based on the instructions contained 
in’ FPM&SS Circular No. 29—-Code of 
Rules for Receiving, Stowing, Handling 
and Delivery of Less Carload Freight, are 
best Hlustrated through a comparison of 
Jess-carload claim payments. 


In 1947 less-carload claim payments 
totaled $1,571,847 and in 1948 they were 
$1,591,750. Our claim ratio for each of 
these years was $8.60, or in other words, 
for each $100 of revenue received, $8.60 
was paid in claims. During 1949 we 
paid $850,794 for claims on less-carload 
freight or a claim‘ratio of $6.40 for each 
$100 of revenue received. In 1950 our 
claim payments on less-carload traffic 
were further reduced to $516,112, or to 
$4.20 for each $100 of revenue received. 


Although there is still reom for im- 
provement those employes involved in 
the actual handling and movement of this 
traffic are to be commended for this ex- 
cellent improvement. There is no doubt 
that they will continue to set the pace 
in prompt and efficient service through 
the elimination of Joss and damage, 
thereby maintaining our less-carload ser- 
vice second to none in the transportation 
industry.

OPERATING RESULTS 


OR the two months ended February 

28, 1951, Railway Operating Reve- 
nues of Southern Pacific Transportation 
System amounted to $97,732,926, or 
$21,832,626 more than revenues for the 
same period of 1950. 

During the same period, Railway 
Operating Expenses were $75,565,391, or 
$11,741,260 more than expenses for the 
same 1950 period. 

Railway tax accruals, including $2,- 
870,911 for unemployment insurance and 
Company’s proportion of employe retire- 
ment taxes, totaled $11,796,469, or $5,- 
028,569 more than such aceruals for the 
same period of 1950. After deducting 
taxes and $3,319,382 of net rents for use 
of equipment and joint facilities there 
was left Net Railway Operating Income 
of $7,051,684, or $4,225,240 more than 
Net Railway Operating Income for the 
same period of 1950. 

Out of Net Railway Operating Income 
and Other Income, consisting of divi- 
dends and interest on securities owned, 
rentals and miscellaneous income, -must 
be paid the interest on bonds and equip- 
ment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges, before 
final Net Income. is determined. For 
the two months ended February 28th, 
final result was net income of $5,736,174 
This was $3,528,333 more than the net 
earnings for the same period of 1950.

T have used several you have published 
and like them very much, especially 
Swiss Steak San Diego.” Then she gives 
her recipe: 


Wild Rice Luncheon Casserole 

34% cups wild rice 
teaspoon salt 
cups boiling water 
Th. sausage meat 
small can mushrooms 
cans condensed cream of mush- 
room soup 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

% cup buttered crumbs 

Slices of chicken or turkey, If 

desired 
Wash rice well. Gradually add to the 

salted boiling water, so as not to stop 
boiling. Cover and cook slowly 30 to 
40 min., until rice is tender and water 
absorbed. Break sausage into bits and 
fry for 15 min. pouring off fat as it 
accumulates. Drain. Add to it the mush- 
room soup (undiluted), mushrooms 
(with their liquid), and Worcestershire 
sauce. Add rice and mix well. Put into 
greased casserole. Top with sliced 
chicken or turkey (if desired) and but- 
tered erumbs. Bake 30 min. at 375°. 
Serves 12 (for a luncheon}.

1 eup granulated sugar 

1 cup butter (or shortening and 
butter mixed) 

1 egg, beaten 

11% cups oatmeal 

34 cup coconut 

1% cups flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon soda 

4% teaspoon salt 

Cream sugars and shortening thor- 
oughly. Add the egg, oatmeal and coco- 
nut. Sift together the sifted flour, bak- 
ing powder, soda, and salt, and add to 
mixture, stirring thoroughly, Roll into 
halls about the size of a walnut and bake 
on a greased cookie sheet about 12 min. 
in a moderate oven (875°).
